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NO COAL FOR SALE 


IN DUBLIN 


PROSPECTS ARE NOT |; 


BRIGHT 


T HERE is virtually no coal 

for sale in Dublin, and the 
prospect of filling the halved 
quota for July and August in 
respect of domestic consumers 
is extremely remote, 


Of the seventeen coal importers in 


Dublin, at least twelve have no coal, 
whatever, while the others are unable, 
with the insignificant stocks on hand, 
to meet a fraction of the orders on 
their books. 

During the last fortnight some coal 
has arrived foi the E.S.B., the Sugar 
Ccmpany and the railways, but none 
for domestic consumption, and the 
t: de is entirely in the dark about the 
fi (ure. 

Mr. Arnold Carroll, Chairman of the 
Coal Importers’ Association, lifted his 
hands in eloquent helplessness when an 
Jrish Times reporter asked him for 
coal yesterday. 

‘You may get your mas beíore the 
end of the quota penod—and you may 
not We don't know We have been 
hammering at the Department of 
Supplies, but we have neither coal nor 
information about it.“ 

Since May last the country has been 
importing industrial coal for all pur- 
poses from South Wales, and any future 
supply that may. arrive undoubtedly 
will not be of a superior quality 

When his attention was called to 
the proposal to introduce a quota 
system on the far side in respect of 
exports to this country, Mr. Carroll 
expressed the opinien that such a 
evstem already was in operation, and 
added, with some significance, that the 
North of Ireland had been getting its 
regular supplies of coal. 


TURF 


There are small stocks of turf in the 
ciiv which are available at 55s a ton 
in 4 ewt. lots, “and,” said Mr. Carroll, 
‘‘at that price it is not being sold at 
a profit by the merchant. The stocks 
are small, and, as you are aware, there 
is a prohibition order against the 
movement of turf trom the turbary 
areas. i 

Asked. what their attitude was having 
regard to the Order regulating the 
price of turf at 45s. per ton, he said 
that the Order did not compel them to 
conduct their business at a loss, and 
they intended to retain the present 
supply unless the market was available 
at 558. 

The position looks about as bad as 
it could be.” he summed up. 

The immediate famine in coal may 
be offset to some extent by the fact 
that many people have laid in a stock 
to carry them over, perhaps, a month 
or two, but those who were unable to 
obtain more than a small quantity 
from the bellmen will feel the effect 
of the shortage immediately. Large 
institutions with permits for the pur- 
chase of big quantities of coal will find 
it impossible to obtain their full sup- 
plies even if the situation improved 
within the next month, *

' VERY ‘serious financial position 
A in the County Dublin, unless 

serious and immediate steps are 
taken to collect She rates, is predicted 
in the report of the Local Government 
Auditor on the accounts of Dublin 
County Council. 

Having given a table which shows 
that uncollected rates in the county 
have grown from £56,951 in 1935 to 
£198,918 in 1941, the auditor says that 


the completion and certification of 
lists of uncollected rates was ob- 
viously regarded as a mere for- 


mality. Some collectors assigned no 
reason for uncollected rates, while one 
stated that some ratepayers were pay- 
ing by instalments, though no pay- 
ments had been made by them during 
the year. 

Two members of the Council, the re- 
port states, are considerably in ar- 
rear with their rates. One member, 
who is also a member of the Board 
of Health, owed £375 on March 31, 
1941, and another owed £787. 


SOME PAYMENTS 


Among a nümber of paragraphs 
dealing with payments the auditor in- 
cludes the following :— 
A sum of £44 1s. 2d. was paid in 
cash to the secretary by a borrower 
under the Small Dwellings (Acquisi- 
tion) Acts on 2nd December, 1940. A 
memorandum receipt on County 
Council notepaper was issued to him by 
the secretary, instead of the proper 
authorised receipt required by the sta- 
tutory rules and orders. Un the árd 
Weccmber the secretary handed a suin 
af £34 1s, 2d. to the clerk in pare 
to be credited to the borrowers ac- 
count. A letter demanding payment of 
the balance of £10 under threat of 
legal proceedings was prepared by the 
clerk and signed by the secretary on 
the 9th January, 1941. The secretary 
instructed the clerk, however. to defer 
the issre of this letter. and stated that 
he would interview the borrower in the 
3 and obtain the £10 from him. 
The following morning—viz., 10th 
January, 1941, the secretary handed 
the sum of £10 to the clerk for lodg- 
ment. 
It is clear that the Secretary de- 
liberately retained £10. without any 
reason whatever, from the 2nd Decem- 
ber, 1940. until the 10th January. 
1941. and by his action showed the 
account of the borrower in the Council 
records as incorrect. 
Following these records of instances. 
the auditor comments 

(1) The Secretary failed to account 
for periods varying from three weeks 
to nine months for numerous sums of 
money received by him on behalf of 
the Council. 
(2) A large proportion of the monies 
referred to was not lodged to the 
credit of the Council until the 18th 
January, 1941—i.¢., until the Secre- 
tary had become aware that I was in- 
vestigating the apparent non-receipt 
of some or all of them. 
(3) A large number of money orders 
and numerous postal ordets (which I 
have been unable to trace) made pay- 
able to the Council, which should have 
heen lodged upon receipt, were cashed 
hw the Secretary at different banks

received were not lodged for varying 

'riods after the date of cashing. It 
is inexplicable to me why the Secre- 
tary found it necessary to cash these 
orders. It was not only unnecessary, 
but also highly irregular, even if the 
cash had been lodged immediately 
upon receipt. He has failed to fur- 
nish me with any adequate or satis- 
factory eevee of his actions in 
this regard. 


SCHOLARSHIP SCHEME 


The report continues :— 

The Council’s secondary school 
scholarship scheme makes provision for 
the award of 25 scholarships each year. 
This scheme is rarely adhered to. 
Students who fail to pass their 
examinations, or otherwise comply 
with the scheme, appear to have their 
scholarships renewed as a matter of 
course. For the vear ended óist 
March, 1941, 57 scholarships were 
awarded instead of 25. The Council 
exceeded the limited rate permitted by 
law for scholarships. This excess has 
not received the sanction of the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, and it may become 
necessary to surcharge the excess ex- 
8 at the audit of the accounts 
or the period to Zlst March, 1941.“ 

The auditor's report includes the 
accounts of the Dublin Board of Public 
Health and shows that the demands 
for this body rose from £102,424 in 
1939 to £111,889 in 1941. 

Referring to expenditure on certain 
extensions of services, the auditor. 
says: The Board ms to have 
been actuated rather by the desire to 
facilitate selected ratepayers. 


ELECTRICITY 


I SUPPLIES 


The Minister, states the report, 
had pointed out that the domestic sup- 
plies of electricity was not a ee 
charge against the funds of the rd, 
but, the secretary failed to draw the 
Board’s attention to this, and the 
Board's files “ appear to indicate that 
he was, in fact, mainly instrumental in 
having the extensions carried out. He 
was, therefore, in my view, negligent,” 
adds the report. 

Recommending a complete reorga- 
nisation of the system of purchasing 
stationery and stores, the report states 
that 47 diaries were bought at 18. 6d. 
each, 25 were used, 12 remained un- 
used, while the rest were unaccounted 
for; £1 8s. was paid for a diary for 
the personal use of the engineer, and 
15s. each for diaries for other officers. 
The minutes of the 2 Council 
and the Board were printed annually 
at a cost of £800, which could be saved 
by having the minutes duplicated on 
machines in the office. Four new type- 
writers were bought at £23 18s. each, 
and were, at the time of the report, 
locked up in the store. 


COTTAGE ARREARS 


A table in the report shows that 
arrears on the Board's cottages rose 
from £447 in 1938 to £912 in 1940. 
Uncashed paying orders for approx- 
imately £500 were held for the pur- 
chase of insurance stamps. The in- 
surance cards had not been submitted 
by the workmen concerned, and the 
paying orders should be cancelled,

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The Most Worshipped of 
German Poets 
By JOSEPHINE MacNE III.

HE poet Rilke defined fame as 
. the zum of the misunderstand- 

ings that grow about a name. 
ji this definition is true, he himself. 
being clearly destined for immortality, 
must be one of its victims, and, since 
he died as recently as 1926, the con- 
sequent process of misrepresentation 
has Wa begun. 

He will have few “biographers as 
cilted as Professor E. M. Butler, and 
fewer still among foreigners, who can 
jay claim to so deep and well-founded 
a crasp of German literature. This 
fact narrows considerably the room for 
either misunderstanding. or misrepre- 
scntation, and, if either element exists 


in Dr. Butlers brilliant biography, it 


more likely to be in her reading of 
the poets personality, which is baffling 
and elusive, than in her analysis of his 
individual works and her estimate of 
his place in German literature. 


Rilke’s Correspondence 


rhe chief source of the biographical 
section ot the book is Rilke’s 
luminous correspondence, which, as 
the author points out, has been given 
to the world in a highly-confused and 
ductored manner, with numerous sup- 
pressions and omissions by the editors, 
jiilke’s daughter and son-in-law, and 
we are warned that m any conclusions 
she draws in this connection ‘one is 
constantly in the region of surmises.”’ 

Ruiner Maria Rilke was an Austrian, 
born in Prague in 1875. His father was 
a railway official, and came of ‘peasant 
stock: his mother was of somewhat 
higher rank, and in type more imagina- 
tive and temperamental than his father. 
The marriage was unhappy, and Phia 
Rilke left her husband when the poet 
was nine years old. 

Rilke in later vears represented, and 
no doubt believed himself to be, the 
Jast scion of a noble Carinthian family, 
which may have been as true or as 
false as it is for some Irish ople 
to believe that they are descended from 
Irish kings. 


His Mother 


- From such facts as are available, it 
is dificult to draw conclusions about 
Sophia Rilke or to determme exactly 
what influenée she had on her son, Miss 
Butler describes her as a fervent 
Roman Catholic. vet tells on the same 
page that she left her husband for a 
more sympathetic companion; state- 
ments which are clearly incompatible. 

It is known that she brought up 
Rilke as a girl, dressed in girl’s clothes 
and with long hair until he was five 
vears old. This left no feminine 
imprint on his character, as far as can 
be seen, because, though he had a 
highly complex and subtle nature, in 
temperament and attitude to life, he 
was strongly male. 

Pilke's mother, according to Dr. 
zutler, wrote verse and played af. 
being a great lady. Such references to 
her as are allowed to appear in Rilke's 
published letters vary ween senti- 
mental reminiscence, irritation and 
detachment. . Rilke in later life, had 
a predilection for great ladies, and if 
it is true that his mother was no more 
than a poor imitation of one, he may 
not have found it easy to forgive her. 


Student Days 


Rilke's father sent him to a militar 
academy when he was eleven years old, 
and this brutal transition from the 
softness of his early training caused 
him to suffer cruelly. III-health re- 


leased-him from these uncongenial sur- put in its place. 


roundings when he was sixteen years 
old, and then he was allowed to follow 
a course of studies at Prague, Munich 
and Berlin: 

The friendship which he formed in 
Munich! with Lou Andreas Salome, a 
dominating, intellectual woman, 13 
vears his senior, with whom Nietzsche 
had been deeply in. love when she was 
20, was a deeply formative and abiding. 
influence. in his life. His visit to 
Russia in her company in 1898 was de- 
cisive in releasing and giving direction 
to the mysticism which was his most 
impelling force as man and writer. 
Rilke was a virtuoso of the inner life, 
yet his powers of visual perception 
were uncommon in bind and degree. 


Life at Worpswede 


He increased these powers by con- 
scious training, at first at Worp- 
swede, in North Germany, where a 
colony of young artists and sculptors, 
intellectually..sworn to abandon the 
town and rediscover nature, worked 
at their art, but much more under the 
influence of Rodin, with whom he 
lived as secretary in 1902 and 1903. 

He sought in external things the 
expression of the inner mystery of life. 
He looked at them with the concen- 
trated intensity of his own inner 
being, and made of the lookmg a 
spiritual experience. In this way he 
attempted ago oa of the visible and 
invisible worlds, and then, through 
the medium of art, recreated these ex- 
ternal things with a new composite 
personality born of the fusion. “This 
was more or less the process by which 
he achieved the Neue Gedichte, those 
‘bewitched and bewitching poems 
in which, as Professor Butler says, 
“the poet is not outside the object 
described; he is-the object itself, and 
at a given moment he pulls the reader 
in as well.“ 


Marriage . . and Separation 


In 1901 Rilke had married a young 
sculptress, Clara Westhoff, and in due 
course a daughter, Ruth, was born to 
them: Financial difficulties .caused 
them to separate before very long, 
and later the exigencies of art, whic

In this way, he was enabled to pay 
more or less long visits: to Italy, 
France, Switserland, Denmark, Sweden 
and Austria under the most comfor able 
and agreeable conditions. 

The result of these visits and various 
propinquities was a series of friendships 
which Rilke, like a skilled conjurer, 
juggled in the air all at the same time 
without Jetting any of them touch him 
nearly. He was able to give his friends 
individually much sym athy and under- 
standing, a degree of tenderness and 
at all times an exquisite courtesy. 

He wrote them long poetic letters 
that were flatteringly intimate on .a 
platonic plane and fairly exhaustive as 
ar as his own poetic difficulties and 
reactions were concerned. Many of his 
letters were works of art of a high 
order, revealing as they did ‘he rare 
Celicacy and originality. of his mind 
and vision and his superb gift of 
expression. 


Poet-Confessor 


It was inevitable that the.r tortunate 
recipients should come to regard their 
writer as a sort of poet-confessor and 
his poetry (which the letters closely: 
reflected) as the new message to 
humanity of a séer-saint. The element 
of exaggeration in their attitude and in 
that of many. of Bi'xc mate adoring 
commentators does a disservice to the 
poet by causing a reaction against him 
on the part of later commentetors and 
a dwelling on his weaker side ‘which 
may do him less than justice. 

It is somewhat in this later mood 
that Dr, Butler sets out on what her 
publishers describe as “an attempt at 
a detached, just estimate of the life 
and works and claims of Rainer Maria 
tilke. most worshipped of modern 
German poets.” She has suffered from 
the hagiographical sentiments of dozens 
of his commentators, and in the early 
chapters of her nook she comes down | 


heavily on the debunking side. In 
the course of her book and in the con- 
cluding chapters she redresses the 


balance. She achieves a considerable 
degree of detachment in her estimate 
of Rilkes works, which she analyses 
with great brilliance. 


His Work 


Few will be disposed to quarrel with 
her conclusion that the poet in Rilke 
prevailed by. his language over thé 
thinker. Having left the spiritual 
system into which he “was born, he 
strove with unremitting intensity ‘all 
his life long to find a mythology to 


Dr. Butler has no trouble in showin 

that. however satisfying asa persona 
solution was the mythology which he 
found, it had not, and could not; have 
à universal validity. , . 

His Sonnets to Orpheus are. poetry 
of the highest order. The Duino 
Elegies, which are his final statement 
of his vision of ‘the universe, are 
deeply and tragically significant ‘as 
such, but belong to- the domain of 
private symbolism rather than to con- 
cepts of universal import. "

Ever since I first saw 
Felix keep on walking through the full 
length of a five-minute cartoon, I have 
been an ardent fan of each and every 
film cartoon star, with the possible 
exception of Donald Duck, who reminds 
me of everybody I have ever hated. 
Black and white or colour, short or 
feature-length, I think the animated 
cartoon is one of the highest forms of 
art that exists, and certainly it.is the 
highest form of cinematographic art.

V ANY of the books dealing with 


aerial warfare have but a 

passing interest; Mr. Austin’s 
account of the work of the Fighter 
Command from the outbreak of war 
until the spring of 1941 should be of 
more lasting value. It covers all the 
major air engagements in the first 
eighteen months of war, and is par- 
ticularly’ interesting because the author
